1. As a result of ‘discussions whiciYWalt Rostow and 
I had with Paul Nitze and Harry Rowen, Sy Weiss is now sitting 
for us on thdyNitze Subcommittee. 


2. As 1 understand it, the Nitze group was established 
primariiy for the purpose of locking at Berlin and NATO prob- 
lems as they relate to the Cuban crisis, i.e., how the special 
lessons learned from the Cuban crisis can be applied to our 
handling of the Beriin problem. In fact, however, Paul has 
apparently interpreted his mandate as requiring him to advance 
new proposals for the possible solution of the Berlin crisis, 
specifically in a Summit Conference context. As a result, his 
committee has devoted itself to the development of a paper 
exploring the various aspects of a Summit meeting (AtlLachment 


A}.
